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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1 . None of the prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest the present body- 
space injectable thetagel solution from a non-gelling PVA solution contacted with a 
second solution in a manner so that the combination of both solutions has a Flory 
interaction parameter (chi value) that is sufficient for gelation, wherein the injectable 
thetagel solution can be injected into a body space, and particularly wherein the solution 
gels in situ after injection to form in and fill the body space with a polymer hydrogel that 
has physical crosslinks without chemical crosslinkers, irradiation or thermal cycling, as 
evidence by applicant's declaration. The prior art also fails to teach or suggest the 
polymer hydrogel formed in-situ from said thetagel of the present claims. 
Thus, claims 135-156 are allowed.
